OUR PULPWOOD 


Sufficient Cut Yearly to Keep One 
Hundred and Twenty Mills Going 
Fifty-six per cent. of the pulpwood 

cut in Canada during the year 1911 

was exported to the United States, 

This is the fact shown by statistics 

collected by the Forestry Branch of 

the Departmnt of the Interior. 

The total quaritity of pulpwood cut 
in Canada during 1911 was 1,520,227 
cords, The quantity exported amoun- 
ted to 8447,989 cords, while the re- 


maining forty-four per cenc. (672,288 ; 


cords) was manufactured i. Canada. 

The value of this pulpwood was 
$5,840,692 (an average of $6.29 per 
cord.) Had the wood been retained 
in Canada and manfactured here, it 
is estimated that the value would 
have been increased to about $15,000,- 
000. 

Had Canada manufactured into 
wood-pulp all the pulpwood she pro- 
duced, she could have had enough to 
supply a hundred and_ twenty-two 
mills of the average sizc. of those 
operating in Canada, instead of the 
fifty-four she now has. Quebec could 
have suppiled sixty per cent. inore 
mills than she is now doing, and New 


Brunswick could have doubled the 
number of her. mills.

Saloniki.—King George of Greece | 
was assassinateu while walking, !n)| 
thé streets of Saloniki. The assas- 
ain was a Greek of low mentality, wh. ! 
gave his name as Aleko Schinas | 
He shot the king through the heart. 
The king was accompanied only by 
an aide, Lieut.-Col. ‘Francoudis. The 
assassin came suddenly at him and 
fired one shot from a s@ven chamber 
revolver. The tragedy caused  in- 
ténse excitement. Schinas was seiz- 
ed immediately and overpowered. The 
wounded king was lifted into a car- 
riage and ‘taxen to Papafion Hospi- 
tal: He was still ‘breathing, but 
died within ‘half an hour. . 

Prince Nicholas, the king's ‘third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital. Arriving _ first, Prince 
Nicholas summoned the Officers -and 
speaking in a voice choked with sobs 
gaid: 

It is my deep grief to have to an- 
nounce to you the death of our be 
loved king, and invite you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine. 

Crown Prince Constantine, who suc- 
ceeds King George, is at present at 
Janina. He is éxpected to come! 
here with all possible speed, 

The assassin of the king is an evil 
looking fellow about 40 years of age. 
Upon being arrested he refused to ex- 
plain his motive for the crime. He 
declared tMat his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer: 
who asked him whether he- had no 
pity for his country, answered that he 
was against governments. 

Schinas maintained a perfectly im- 
passive demeanor, which was suggest- 
ive of his being irresponsible for his 
actions. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to Be dead on arrival at 
the ‘hospital. Precautions were at 
once taken throughout the city and 
perfect order is being maintained. 

The king fell into the arms of his 
aide when shot. Two soldiers ran 
up on hearing the firing, and helped 
to support him. He was placed ina 
carriage and efforts were made to 
stop the bleeding, but he breathed his 
last on the way to the hospital near- 
by. When Prince Nicholas bade the 
officers to swear fealty to Constantine 
they shouted: Long live the King.” 
* Prince Nicholas is the only mem- 
ber of the Royal family in Saloniki. 
Mourning emblems are displayed ev- 
erywhere. i ‘ 

: The Greek government has issued a 
proclamation announcing that the 
oath of fealty to King Constantine has 
been taken. 

'sSinece his triumphal entry into Sal- 
oniki, the king had been accustomed 
to take an afternoon walk to. the 
famous White Tower or to the caval- 
ry barracks in Lesser Karraburum. 
The king’s confidence in the people 
was so great that he went about free- 
ly, accompanied only by a single equ- 
erry. The danger of this custom 
was apparent to the members of’ his 
entourage, who repeatedly, but with- 
out avail, requested His Majesty to 
permit the presence of civil guards. 

A few days ago four gendarmes 
were ordered to follow the king but 
their presence was considered so ob- 
jectionable by His Majesty that the 
number was reduced to two. These 
followed at some distance. 


Ammigration Figures 

Winnipeg.—Although the increase 
in the immigrafion into Canada dur- 
ing February was a little less than in 
the first month of the year, the fig- 
ures show an increase of 11 per cent. 
over the corresponding month in 1912. 
In February, 1913, those entering Can- 
ada bv way of the ocean ports totall- 
ed 6,776 as against 5,389, in the cor- 
responding month last year—in other 
words an increase this year of 26:per 
cent. The total arrivals from the 
United States, on the other hand, 
shows a decrease of 3 per cent. com- 
pared with February, 1912. Last 
year the total was 5,752. while last 
month it only reached 5,572.

'" WEST IMPORTS STOCK 


Decay of Ranching Exemplified bv 
Considerable Imports 

Moose Jaw, Sask.—As further evi- 
dence as to the decay of ranching 
in western Canada, J. D. Watson, 
representing J. A. McIntosh of Great 
Falls, Mont., bas arrived here with 
250 head ‘of stock which he brought 
up from eastern Canada. Previous- 
ly this year he brought three hundre’ 
head to Western Canada from Mop- 
tana and says there is another thon- 
sand head on order to supply the 
demands of packers and farmers. Last 
year, he brought 10 train loads of 
stock to help populate the farms and 
ranches of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 


To Develop Coal Areas 

Regina.—Hand in hand with the in- 
vestigation into the practibility of di- 
verting the water supply in the South 
Saskachewan river is. also to be in- 
stituted an ‘investigation into the 
feasibility. of generating power at 
the coal mines in Southern Saskatche- 
wan and its distribution into the var- 
ious centres of the province is also 
to be considered. 

This work has been placed in the 
charge of A. J. McPherson, who has 
already arranged with S. M.. Darling 
to install a test carbonizing plant at 
Estevan to try out a special method 
of treating the lignite coal to make 
it suitable for commercial purposes. 

The scheme under way is to pro- 
vide a means whereby this coal can 
be put on the market to meet compe 
tition of the coal from various other 
sources of supply. If the tes proves 
successful, and Mr. McPherson has 
every hope that it will, it will be the 
means of developing the large resour- 
ces in the way of low grade coal now 
existing throughout a large part of 
Saskatchewan. This work is an ex- 
tension of the findings of: the investi- 
gation made last year by H. Wynne 
Roberts, and along the lines which 
were indicated to be most probably 
successful. *. Sais ‘ ; 


DOUBT BRITISH SUCCESS 


U,S., Experts and Aeroplane Super- 
jority in Britain's Army 

‘Washington.—Aeroplane. experts in 
the War and Navy Departments have 
scouted the. idea that the British drmy 
has evolved:a flying machine superior 
to any in the possession of other na- 
Hons, as announeed tn the Ho of 
Commons by Colonel Seely, British 
Secretary of State for War. Captain 
Irvin Chambers, of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation of the Navy Department, was 
inclined to’ accord aeroplane honors 
to the Frénch army experts. Officers 
in the signal corps of the army also 
expressed grave doubt that the British 
experts bad made any revolutionary 
discoveries.

London.—At a big public meeting. 
here strong public protests were rexg- 
istered against the forcible feeding of 
imprisoned suffragettes. The Bish- 
op of Lincoln, who presided, declared 
that the suffrage movement was a 
grand demonstration of moral force 
against brute force. 

Forbes Robertson, the actor-mana- 
ger, asserted that forcible feeding 
would not be permitted in America. 

George Bernard Shaw said it was il- 
legal, but .that Reginald _ McKenna, 
the Home Secretary, proposed to legal- 
ize it by act of parliament.

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FINEST SITE IN METROPOLIS FOR 
DOMINION GOVE..«MENT 


Earl Grey Secures an Option on Val- 
uable Property to be Used for Do- 
minion . Gevernment | Buildings—A 
Permanent Exhibition of Canadian 
Products. 

London.—The Improvements Com- 
mittee of the London County Council 
announces that Earl Grey has asked 
in consideration of aspayment of $15,- 
000 a year, to be granted an option for 
three years of taking the Strand site 
on conditions to be hereafter arrang- 
ed. The area involved is about 124,- 
000 square feet, and is considered to 
be the finest site for the new Domin- 
ion Government building which was 
proposed some time ago. 

We gather, proceed the committee, 
that Earl Grey’s object in desiring the 
option is to secure time to examine 
the .possibilities of using the site for 
ipperial purposes, although he is not 
in a position &t present to define the 
special character of the uses to which 
the site would’be devoted, as he points 
out that a decision on so important a 
question can only be arrived at after 
full and careful consideration by the 
Governments of the various self-gov- 
erning Dominions, In discussing the 
character of the uses to which the 
site could be devoted under his scheme 
he states that shou!d these Govern- 
ments approve, it would be possible 
for them to corcentrate the Dominion 
Government offices, now widely distri. 
buted in different parts of London and 
also. to provide accommodation in 
London for the commercial and social 
needs of the Dominions. 

A feature of the scheme would be 
to secure a permanent, well kept and 
up-to-date exhibition of manufactured 
articles in use in the Dominions, com- 
‘bined with adequate facilit‘es for en- 
abline the home manufacturers to get 
into direct touch with Dominion cug 
tomers. Another important effect of 
the realisation of the scheme would be 
to focus the attention of the home con- 
sumer more effectively on the quality 
of the products of the Dominions.

The same thing can also be used 
for detecting other odors and I have 
found it useful on a number of occas- 
ions for this purpose, both in analyti- 
cal chemistry, when only a small. par- 
ticle of a certain material is avail- 
able for analysis and in detecting 
faint perfume from flowers that are 
ordinarily quite odorless.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-ageney 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


" Daties—Six monthg’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—Must reside upon the hoime- 
atead or pre-emption six months in each 
ofsix years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth 
$300.00.
